PROTESTS ROIL US 


MANY STATES ACTIVATE NATIONAL GUARD; CITIES SET CURFEWS

MINNEAPOLIS — Tense pro- 
tests over the death of George 
Floyd and other police killings 
of black men grew Saturday from 
New York to Tulsa to Los Ange- 
les, with police cars set ablaze 
and reports of injuries mount- 
ing on all sides as the country 
lurched toward another night of 
unrest after months of corona- 
virus lockdowns. 

The protests, which began in 
Minneapolis following Floyd’s 
death Monday after a police of- 
ficer pressed a knee on his neck 
for more than eight minutes, 
have left parts of the city a grid 
of broken windows, burned-out 
buildings and ransacked stores. 
The unrest has since become a 
national phenomenon as pro- 
testers decry years of deaths at 
police hands. 

After a tumultuous Friday 
night, racially diverse crowds 
took to the streets again for 
mostly peaceful demonstrations 
in dozens of cities from coast to 
coast. The previous day’s pro- 
tests also started calmly, but 
many descended into violence 
later in the day. 

e In Washington, D.C., the 
National Guard was called in as 
hundreds converged on the mall 
and pockets of violence erupted 
during a second straight night 
of protests. Outside the White 
House, crowds chanted, taunted 
Secret Service agents and at 
times pushed against security 
barriers, and police used pepper 
spray. President Donald Trump, 
who spent much of Saturday in 
Florida for the SpaceX rocket 
launch, landed on the lawn in 
the presidential helicopter at 
dusk and went inside without 
speaking to journalists. 

e In Philadelphia, at least 
13 officers were injured when 
peaceful protests turned violent 
and at least four police vehicles 
were set on fire. Other fires were

Peaceful day of rallies ends with violence in Ferguson

ST. LOUIS COUNTY — Po- 
lice deployed tear gas Saturday 
night as protesters in Fergu- 
son launched fireworks at offi- 
cers, smashed windows to po- 
lice headquarters and looted a 
beauty supply store. 

Hundreds of people on Satur- 
day participated in two marches 
to protest the deaths of black 
people killed by police. While 
one during the day was peace- 
ful, tensions escalated around 
10:30 p.m. 


Late Saturday night, Gov. 
Mike Parson announced he had 
activated the Missouri National 
Guard to support local au- 
thorities in protecting citizens 
against violence and property 
destruction that may occur in 
connection with the ongoing 
protests. The Missouri Highway 
Patrol was also made available, 
the governor said. Up to that 
point, however, protests in the 
St. Louis area had remained 
peaceful if heated at times. 

One large local demonstra- 
tion started about 3p.m. in 
Clayton, the government seat 


for St. Louis County. The other 
began before nightfall in Fergu- 
son, where raging protests were 
held nearly six years ago after 
Michael Brown Jr. was killed by 
a Ferguson police officer. 
Protests have taken place in 
cities across the U.S. since the 
death Monday in Minneapo- 
lis of George Floyd, an African 
American man who died after a 
white police officer knelt on his 
neck for several minutes to re- 
strain him. The officer has been 
charged with third-degree mur- 
der and second-degree man- 
slaughter, and three other offi- 


cers present that day have been 
fired. 

Saturday was the third day 
of demonstrations in the St. 
Louis area. On Friday, several 
hundred protesters marched in 
downtown St. Louis. Later, a 
group blocked Interstate 44 for 
almost three hours, and one per- 
son died after climbing between 
two trailers of a FedEx truck as 
the truck drove away. 

Referring to violent incidents, 
Gov. Parson said, “I support

Introduction leads to 
no-bid deal that netted

Ina deposition in an unrelated 
lawsuit, the neighbor said Kehoe, 
then a powerful member of the 
Missouri Senate, introduced him 
to the head of the state’s prison 
system in 2017 at arestaurant in 
Jefferson City near both of their 
homes. 

That lunch led to a series of 
meetings culminating in the 
neighbor receiving a contract to 
provide training to employees of 
the Missouri Department of Cor- 
rections.

Now some see plant as a threat

MILAN, Mo. — The for- 
tunes of this small northern 
Missouri town squarely are 
tied to meat. 

Smithfield Foods, the larg - 
est pork producer inthe U.S., 
runs a slaughterhouse and 
processing plant in the roll- 
ing hills here, where more 
than 10,000 hogs typically 
are butchered in a single 
eight-hour shift. 

The plant is the local 
economic anchor and has 
brought new residents — 


many of them immigrants 
— to Milan, helping the 
2,000-person town last, 
even as other rural commu- 
nities fade. 

But now meatpacking 
plants across the country 
are getting hit by the new 
coronavirus. Thousands of 
workers are testing positive. 
Some are dying. And that has 
left some in Milan unsettled.
